S^»^%Vm- 
iDg at two ^\mk,-'pi'-td.\ 'the procession 
took up its line of mHrch for the Indian 
tillage. Arriving at the chief's tent, we 
were surpriseed to find about 150 Indians 
drawn up in line, each holding a long rod 
tipped with green, emblamalic of friend- 
ship. On entering the tent, we found ihp 
old chief seated on a chair ; and a more 
Sedate or consequential looking man I 
never saw. His table was loaded and 
tastefully arranged with several dishes 
Buch as are most fashionable with the 
Bassian people. The old chief, got np ty 
receive Qeueral Davis and the fliVg'was 
presented by the Qeneral, wbo; mada the 
following speech : j ; . . . J' ; , j 

" Vjsn'Jerable Sir : — In year presence 
are. a large numbeWf'la^iesi'ofiScers and 
American citizens who come here to pay 
you their reSpS^a 'on-lbiryour birthday. 
I h»V£_tKe^plc'as_ure of taking this occu' 
aion to present you with one of the most 
valued emblems known to the lovers of 
freedom' everywhere and idolized by all 
true Americans.

Street Traffic iu Londoui 



Last segsion of Parliament passed on 
Act tor the regulation of tho traffic in 
London, which is just coming into opera- 
tion, and one of its I'd'^'cts is to deprive 
50,000 |)ersons, or including their fumilies, 
200,000 persons, of tlieir livelihood. 
These are the olrect'trndcrs, who have 
iheir stands on the edge of the side walks, 
or who sell from barrows by the curb- 
stone. They deal inGsh, vegetables, fruit 
nuts, cheap crockery, toys, almost every- 
thing except stii[)le dry goods and 
groceries, sulling to the poorer classes. 
To.'-uddeniy l)reuk up their business must 
produce great misery, and throw the us- 
ands npon the rates. Meetings have 
beon held, and the Home Secretary ap 
pealed to; but the remedy is to build 
more markets. No city in tho world is 
so badly provided. There is not one 
good market in this metropolis of three 
millions One is now building at Smitli- 
fii'ld. The best are crowded and shabby. 
Most are mere collections of narrow 
streets and hovels, and the most abomin- 
able nuisances. Now, before Parliament 
passed a law to sweep 50,000 traders out 
of the streets, it ghoiild have pi-ovidod 
room for them el.sewliero. If London had 
proper markets, street ^Iradlug would be 
■unnecessary. A Boyal Coraioission to 
examine the matter and take testimony of 
leading coslermonger.s would have been 
the proper course of proceeding.
